■ Palatalized consonants are written using the unpalatalized forms plus y: ty IV I, dy /d J/, ry Ini. 
For the purposes of alphabetization, these are considered sequences of letters. 

■ Tone is not generally indicated in writing. When it is shown, it is indicated by an acute accent 
over the vowel: a, e, 1, i, 6, u. 

■ The Muinane writing system is based on Spanish orthography. For that reason, the sound Ikl is 
written as c before a, i, o, and u and as qu before e and i. Likewise, the sound Igl is written as 
gu before e and i, and g elsewhere.
